"In England we are 
disarming. The British army is re­ 
duced to a figure below Its peace 
strength before the war, while the

HOUSE LOOKS TO ‘CUSSING’ 
BUDGET CHIEF FOR TAX CUT

means committee that taxes can be reduced this year now are 
pinned on “Hell and Mariah” Dawes, director of the budget.

No Food For Reds Until

BERKELEY, Cal., Aug. 5.——Tho 
solution of the Japanese problem in 
the Pacific lies in lim itation of Ja ­ 
pan’s population through b irth con­ 
trol.’* 
This w as the declaration made to ­ 
day in an interview w ith the United 
Press by Dr. W illiam E. R itter, pres­ 
ident of the Pacific division of the 
American Association for the Ad­ 
vancem ent of Science, now in ses­ 
sion here. 
Dr. R itter is head of the U niver­ 
sity of 
California 
faculty at the 
Scripps Institution of Biological Re­ 
search a t La Jolla, Cal. 
Dr. R itter declared th a t an inter­ 
national congress of the leading sci­ 
entists of the world, including those 
of China and Japan, should be called 
to m eet in W ashington a t the same 
time as President H arding's confer­ 
ence. 
Urges World Conference 
The scientific conference, as out­ 
lined by Dr. Ritter, would discuss, 
among m any other sceinUfic subjects 
affecting world conditions, the lim ­ 
iting of population through in tern a­ 
tional agreem ents. 
Although the proposed birth con­ 
trol discussions would particularly 
deal w ith the present conditions in 
Japan and China, Dr. R itter believes 
that all nations, and especially the 
United States, should consider the 
subject of limiting their populations, 
thus elim inating economic wars, and 
paving the way for disarm am ent. 
"If som ething is not done along 
birth control lines, now th at there 
are no more continents to discover 
and the era of indicrim inate terri­ 
torial expansion of the hum an race 
is about over, all nations, and par­ 
ticularly the United States, will find 
them selves in a few decades in the 
same position as Japan and China 
are today,” Dr. R itter declared. 
“If Jap a n ’s population is allowed 
to continue increasing at the present 
rate of 700,000 a y ear In a group of 
islands already heavily over-popu­ 
lated, there can be no solution other 
than Japanese territorial expansion 
at the expense of other nations, and 
that will eventually lead to another 
war,” Dr. R itter stated. 
For Birth Control 
“W’ar Is largely a result of eco­ 
nomic pressure, but w ar is the m ost 
idiotic and uneconomic solution pos­ 
sible. 
B irth control and lim itation 
of population will rem ove the neces­ 
sity of w ars by rem oving economic 
pressure brought on by excess pop­ 
ulations. It is the first logical step 
toward d isarm am en t” 
The Am erican A ssociation for the 
Advancem ent of Science will prob­ 
ably take up with P resident H ard­ 
ing the possibility of holding such 
a conference, Dr. R itte r indicated. 
The proposal m ay possibly be made 
by Dr. George E. H ale, chairm an of 
the international relations com m it­ 
tee of th e N ational R esearch coun­ 
cil, Dr. R itter indicated.

The plight of the South, with its cheapened cot­ 
ton crop and its menace of famine and disease, is a 
striking object lesson which ought to be taken to 
heart by other sections tending to over-specialization 
in crops.

To be sure, other sections usually raise foodstuffs 
for their staples, and a farmer with abundance of 
food can always manage to live, whether he sells his 
crop or not, by eating it and eating the animals it is 
fed to. But there is danger anywhere, to sections and 
communities in thus ignoring a good old American 
rule and putting all their eggs into one basket. 
The principle applies also to business communities 
and individuals. 
A one-industry town thrives for a 
few years and then goes dead when the market for 
its product falls off.

board of education, covering 84,000 
children. 
This investigation shows 
that the physically robust boy stands 
at the head of his class, in school 
and is far in advance of the weak 
youngster of similar age. 
In arriving at this conclusion what 
was called the co efficient of develop­ 
ment was first found. This was the 
relation between the child’s height 
and weight for his age. It was then 
found that the bigger and better de­ 
veloped the child the farther along 
he was in his school work. 
Undeveloped Lag 
Taking the grade for a child of 
normal weight and height for his age 
at IOO, it was found that if a child 
is two and a half years ahead of his 
age group in school he is also 10.2 
per cent higher and heavier than the 
ordinary child of his age. 
In the 
same way it was found that a child 
9.5 per cent under weight and height 
for his age is four years behind in 
school. 
These figures held true for the en­ 
tire 84,000 children examined, though 
tho difference among girls was less 
than among boys. 
But boys or girls, 
the 
accelerated 
children—t h o s e 
heavier and taller than usual—are 
ahead in school, while the retarded 
children—t h o s e under-developed— 
are behind. 


However, there are many factors— 
nationality and hereditary character­ 
istics—which in different individuals 
and groups tend to modify these con­ 
clusions, the investigation showed. 
Because of the varying characteris­ 
tics of the different nationalities the 
height-weight ratio has to be consid­ 
ered in connection with the group 
to which the child belongs. 
Children Classified 
. 
Of the 84,289 children examined 
34,969 were classed as United States 
white; 
3194 United States negro; 
8903 were Anglo-Saxon; 6077 Teu­ 
tonic; 
5590 
Latin; 
6572 
Russian 
(Jewish), and 10,362 m iscellaneous. 
The study revealed that the United 
States whites follow closely the av­ 
erage for the city in weight, but are 
slightly above it in height. 
The 
Anglo-Saxon children are average in 
height, but slightly below the aver­ 
age for the city in weight. The Teu­ 
tonic children agree with the city 
average in height, but depart slight­ 
ly in weight, being generally lower. 
The Latin children show a large 
variation in both height and weight, 
being below average in both. 
The 
Russian children are shorter than 
the average, but are practically the 
average weight. 
The study revealed that there are 
about as many children above the 
average as below the average. The 
deviation from the normal is greater 
among girls than among boys, par­ 
ticularly during the adolescent pe­ 
riod. Those IO per cent above and 
IO per cent below were considered 
normal.
